PUBLIC SERVANT No. 1 


That rating may be rather on the high side, and hand- 
‘ing out the bouquets a little too liberally—but when we 
think of how apt we are at directing criticism and. too 
often undeserved criticism at these much maligned pub- 
lic servants, it may he well to err slightly in the other 
direction at times. 


Just at the moment we were thinking of those hard- 
worming and sadly underpaid individuals who allow 
themselves to be cajoled into accepting office as mun- 
icipal councillors, 


Let’s take a look at what being a councillor adds up 
to. Not that figures can give you an accurate measure 
of the immense amount of work that a councillor is cal- 
led upon to do, but rather as a starting point. 
the figures: 


There are seven councillors and the Reeve in the Mun- 
icipal District of Wainwright. (Total payment to the 
Reeve for his duties do not make LY she: deal of differ- 
ence to the cost of the supervision of roads and meetings 
so we have considered it in these figures. The authority 
for the figures js the 1947 financial statement, 


ere are 


Each councillor is the representatice of approximat- 
ely 228 farmers and their families and hired men. He 
has under his supervision 296 miles of road and has to 
supervise and direct the expenditure of $54,600. He is 
ealled upon, aside from the supervision of roads to at- 
tend 12 regular meetings of the council per year, many’ 
of which are two day meetings. In addition to this he is 
expected to attend the annual meeting and as many rate 
payers’ meetings as required. In the discharge of his 
duties, he travels approximately 2,191 miles. He spends 
about 33%% days actually supervising roadwork, and 
countless other hours in planning, thinking, visiting and 
checking over the need for public works. He costs each 
ratepayer about.$1.96 per year, and his wages form 1% 
per cent of the total tax burden. ‘ 


He is expected to make a completely inadequate road- 
work appropriation, fulfil, as nearly as possible, the ‘de- 
sires of the ratepayers in his ward. He has to listen to 
pleas, crabs and tirades. He is called upon to neglect his 
‘own business of farming whenever the call of duty. is 
heard, and to sit for hours discussing the business of 
his electors. He pays for his own meals and smokes while 
attending council and the wages he gets, $5.00 per day, 
are not sufficient to pay a first class man to do his job 
for him. 


When there are compliments coming his, way they 
seem to have a strange propensity for disappearing be- 
fore he hears them—but when criticism is in the air it 
hits its mark with surprising regularity. 


Really it should be worth more than $1.96 to just have 
somebody to blame for things without his working in the 
bargain, and do so with no hope of personal gain,

Takes Three Prizes 


‘At U.S. Horse Show 


McCord, GSask,—The Appaloosa is 
a type of horse used for fast riding 
and Edward McCrea of this south- 
western Saskatchewan district is 
one of the five men in Western Can- 
ada who raises the animals that 
look as if they had’ been atreaked 


‘with a paint brush. 


Mr. McCrea came to McCord from 
New York State in 1909 when he 
first saW an Indian with one ofthe 
Spotted horses and vowed he was 
going to own one, 

Now he owns 30 of these unusual 
horses, This summer he carried off 
& first, a second and three thirds in 
competition with 60 Appaloosag en- 
tered by United States breeders at 
Lewiston, Idaho. 

The type isn’t registered in the 
Dominion but the Appaloosa Horse 
Club of Idaho is working to have 
the animals recognized, In the Unit- 
ed States they bring as much as 
$600 and in Canada up to $200. 

There’s a lot of history back of 
the Appaloosa, which has __ been 
traced to 400 B.C, Chinese and Per- 
sian tapestries show horses with the 
same markings. But they were first 
reported in the United States in 
northem Idaho and eastern Wash- 
ington where the Nez Perce Indians 
used them to outride the United 
States cavalry. They’d been known 
in* England before that and some- 
how they’d worked as far south as 
Mexico, 

There were so many of the horses 
in the Nez Perce region—known as 
the Palouse grasslands—they ac- 
quired a name from the district. 
That was Appaloosa, derived from 
Palouse, 

Some of Mr. McCrea’s 30 horses 
are white, some bay. One has black 
leopard spots on a white coat. He 
got his first Appaloosa in Saskat- 
chewan although that horse appatr- 
ently had come from Montana.

Governmenta, Municipal Govern- 
ments, ALL farmer organizations, 
Boards of Trade, Chambers of Com- 
merce and all other public, bodies 
that exist for the benefit of our com 
munities at large, because the resi- 
dents of our towns and cities are de- 
prived of a good percentage of ev- 
ery dollar that the farmers lose in 
the sale of their grain, livestock and 
other farm produce, to say nothing 
of the hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars that are lost annually by the 
farmers, money that should right- 
fully be used to pay off farm debts, 
build better homes with modern 
conveniences installed, build mach- 
ine sheds to house the scarce and ex 
pensive power and other farm mach- 
inery, better barns to house more 
and better livestock and generally 
to do those things that would make 
farm life more attractive for our 
young people who have been vacat- 
ing the farms and finding employ- 
ment in towns and cities where 
hours of work are much shorter and 
ways of living more attractive, 
Commencing August ist last, the 
price of wheat to the British Gov-

As we are coming to the close of 
another year, the annual chore or 
headache of making up income tax 
forms will soon have to be taken 
care of, The question of establishing 
“basic herds” for income tax pur- 
poses has been discussed for. many 
months and during the Summer ‘a 
news item in the press stated that a 
final decision in the matter had 
been arrived at by the Income tax 
officials, On August 16th I wrote for 
&@ copy of the directive that “dealt 
with this and on the 20th was advis- 
ed that final approval had not yet 
been given the proposed directive. 

The reply also stated. and I quote: 

“We realize that this is a matter 
of great interest to many farmers 
in Alberta and it has been our wish 
to be as sure as possible that the 
provisions of the proposed new dir- 
ective be thoroughly worked out, so 
it will be equitable to all, 


, Even though there has been some- 


what of a delay in making public” 


the provisions of the new directive, 
‘there will be ample time allowed to 
those who are presently selling, or 
are anticipating the selling off of 
part or all of their herds. Anyone 
who thinks he may be interested in 
establishing a basic herd, should 
write to their District Income Tax 
Office, requesting that they be for- 
warded complete instructions and 
application forms for the establish- 
ment of a basic herd just:as soon as 
same are available.” 

Having been asked about the es 
tablishment of “Basic Herds” on 
several occasions, I hope the above 
information may be ‘of value to 
those interested.
